SCHEDULE. 


RURAL DISTRICT OP RATHDOWN No. 1. 

Provisional Order to enable the Council of the Rural District 
of Rathdown No. 1 to 'put m force the Compulsory Clauses 

of the Lands Clauses Acts. 5 

WHEREAS the council of the rural district of Rathdown No. 1 (in this 
Order referred to as “ the district council ”) require to purchase and take 
the lands and premises described in the schedule hereto for the purpose of 
providing a system of sewerage for Stillorgan and other localities in their 
district : qQ 

Now therefore We the Local Government Board for Ireland in pursuance 
of the powers given to Us by section 208 of the Public Health (Ireland) 

Act 1878 and of all other powers enabling Us in that behalf do hereby 
order that from and after the date of the Act confirming this Order the 
following provisions shall have effect namely : — 

1. The district council shall be empowered to put in force with reference 
to the lands and premises described in the schedule hereto and for the 
purpose aforesaid the powers of the Lands Clauses Acts as amended by 
section 8 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act 1896 with respect to the 
purchase and taking of lands otherwise than by agreement or any of them. 20 

2. The district council shall not under the powers of this Order 
construct on the shore of the sea or of any creek bay arm of the sea or 
navigable river communicating therewith where and so far up the same 
as the tide flows and reflows any work without the previous consent of the 
Board of Trade to be signified in writing under the hand of one of the 25 
secretaries or assistant secretaries of the Board of Trade and then only 
according to such plan and under such restrictions and regulations as the 
Board of Trade may approve of such approval being signified as last aforesaid 
and where any such work may have been constructed the district council 
shall not at any time alter or extend the same without obtaining previously 3Q 
to making any such alteration or extension the like consents or approvals 

If any such work be commenced or completed contrary to the provisions 
of this Article the Board of Trade may abate and remove the same and 
restore the site thereof to its former condition at the costs and charges of 
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the district council and the amount of such costs and charges shall be a A.D. 1908. 

debt due from the district council to the Crown and shall be recoverable 

as a Crown debt or summarily. R °No.T n 

3. Nothing in this Order affects prejudicially any estate right power 
5 privilege or exemption of the Crown and in particular nothing herein 
contained authorises the district council to take use or in any manner 
interfere with any portion of the shore or bed of the sea or of any river 
channel creek bay or estuary or any land hereditaments subjects or rights 
of whatsoever description belonging to His Majesty in right of His Crown 
10 and under the management of the Commissioners of Woods or of the Board 
of Trade respectively without the consent in writing of the Commissioners 
of Woods or the Board of Trade as the case may be on behalf of His 
Majesty first had and obtained for that purpose (which consent the said 
Commissioners and Board are hereby respectively authorised to give). 

15 4. If from any cause whatever after the construction of the works 

referred to in this Order it appears to the Commissioners of Kingstown 
Harbour that the harbour or property is being in anywise injuriously 
affected by the sewage causing a deposit in the harbour or otherwise they 
may compel the district council to carry out such other works or adopt 
20 such other means as the said Commissioners consider necessary to prevent 
the sewage from injuriously affecting the harbour as aforesaid and nothing 
contained in this Order shall authorise the district council to take use or 
in any manner interfere with any portion of Kingstown Harbour or any 
property of the Commissioners of Kingstown Harbour. 


25 5- The costs and expenses of the district council and the Local Govern- 

ment Board for Ireland incurred in respect of the application for preparation 
making and confirmation of this Order shall be paid by the district council 
and the money required for that purpose shall be supplied by the county 
council of Dublin in the manner provided by the Local Government (Ireland) 61 & 
30 Act 1898 as part of the expenses of the district council. c - 37 • 

6. This Order may be cited as the Stillorgan Sewerage Order 1908.
